REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1, 2, 3 and 5 have been amended and claim 4 has been canceled without prejudice 
or disclaimer. Claims 1, 2, 3 and 5 remain in the application. No new matter has been added. 
Reconsideration of this application is respectfully requested. 

Claim Rejection - 35 U.S.C. $ 102: 

Claims 1-5 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Lilja, US 
Patent 5,844,983 or Helms, US Patent 5,666,426. 

Applicants have amended claims 1, 2, 3 and 5 to clarify the invention. No new matter is 
added. All the claims now include a limitation of a switch for coupling a microphone of a two- 
way radio to the controller when changes in the manual volume control are sensed, thus enabling 
monitoring of subsequent noise levels. Support for this amendment is found throughout the 
specification, for example on page 1, line 9, page 3, lines 19-24, page 4, lines 8- 14 and FIG. 2. 
Applicants assert that the claims, as amended, are not anticipated by the cited references. Claims 
1-3 and 5, as amended are now in condition for allowance. 

No amendment made was related to the statutory requirements of patentability unless 
expressly stated herein. No amendment made was for the purpose of narrowing the scope of any 
claim, unless Applicant has argued herein that such amendment was made to distinguish over a 
particular reference or combination of references. 
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The Applicants believe that the subject application, as amended, is in condition for 
allowance. Such action is earnestly solicited by the Applicants.
